BIG CONTRACT 


Edmonton Iron Works Have 
$250,000 Contract to Manufac- 
ture 1,000 Plows Every Year 


Commencement has been made by 
the Edmonton Iron W Ssh on Kinis- 
tino avenue, on a contract covering 
five vears, to manufacture 1000 plows 
per year, from the Rountree patent. 
T. J. Cornwall, general manager of 
the Iron Works, stated to a Capital 
reporter this morning, that he was 
putting forth every effort to fulffl the 
contract. 

The contract is for the manufac- 
ture of the plows invented by Dr, 
Rountree, who now lives in Red Deer. 
The contract was signed last fall, and 
totals a guar ter of a million dollars, 
and is the biggest contract ever taken 
by any Edmonton manufacturing con- 
cern.

Rountree to establish a plant of his 
own in Edmonton, but after some ne- 
gotiations with the city and board 
of trade, the inventor considered the

When the Capital this morning 
sought to obtain from Mayor Arm- 
strong an expression of opinion. on 
the various offers twhich are before 
the council, his worship declared him- 
self a public ownership man. He did 
not think it would ibe wise for the 
city to dispose of its franchises i 
these could be handled by the munt- 
cipality. 

Seven of the nine members of the 
council of 1ott, his worship pointed 
out, memorialized the provincial gov- 
ernment last year, to seek control of 
the water power resources of the pro- 
vince. Since then, application ‘had 
been made to the dominion govern- 
memt for power rights on the Atha- 
basea river, and the city may soon be 
in a position to hand over to the pro- 
vinee, if this is desired, the power 
rights which they have thus con- 
served against private exploitation. 
Meanwhilefi, his worship pointed out, 
the action taken by Edmonton has 
been endorsed by the towns and 
cities of the province. 

“Are you in favor of granting a 
franchise to a private company at 
this stage?” the Capital man asked. 

“If the council ties itself to a pri- 
vate company, it goes back on all 
its pfinciples, and the principles laid 
down not only by ourselves but by 
the other towns and cities of the pro- 
vince.”
